Among all the Holstein herd dis- 
persals of all time in this country, 
only the Dunloggin Dispersal in 1943 
exceeded the average of the Paul P. 
Stewart Dispersal, held at the farm 
at Maynard, Iowa, on July 1, under 
the management of Baird & Darcey. 
Perhaps never before have we had a 
sale with so high an average with 
atop of only $5,000.

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A New 
Attack 
on 
Mastitis 


By H. E. BABCOCK 


A harassed dean of veterinary 
medicine once defined mastitis to his 
class as a disease of dairymen, com- 
municable to cows. Just to challenge 
some thinking, I’d like to go the dean 
one better. Possibly mastitis is a 
disease of dairy cattle fostered and 
promoted by health authorities. 

Well-meaning fellows, they have 
tried to introduce too many labor- 
atory practices into a cow barn. 
They’ve overlooked the fact that the 
production of desirable milk is basic- 
aily dependent on healthy cows. Cer- 
tainly under their traditional think- 
ing and the rules they have made, 
the principal disease of dairy cows— 
mastitis—isn’t being licked. As high 
as 40 per cent of the cows in some 
sections now suffer from it. It’s the 
exceptional dairyman whom it hasn’t 
cost Feal money and heartbreaks. 

Possibly the time has come when 
we all should recognize that dairy 
practices have changed. Most cows 
are now milked by machine. As one

dairyman put it to me recently, ‘All 
I need to make clean milk is four 
clean teats and a sterile milking ma- 
chine.”’ I would add, “and a healthy, 
comfortable cow,’ and O.K. his 
formula. 

The problem then becomes how to 
keep the cow healthy if the milk is 
to be all it should be. How can we 
control a disease like mastitis 
through prevention rather than doc- 
toring it? : 

Two years ago I set out to answer 
this question in my own sixty-cow 
dairy. Using the trial and error 
method I drifted into the loose 
stabling of part of my cows in well- 
bedded pens. Almost overnight I 
achieved a degree of mastitis control 
in these cows which exceeded my 
fondest dreams. 

I lay my success to one main fac- 
tor — deep litter under the cows. 
Apparently a cow’s udder should al- 
ways be kept warm and dry and pro- 
tected from bruises. Borrowing a

term from poultrymen, deep litter 
under a cow seems to be the most 
practical way to meet these require- 
ments.

In fact it is 
strongly endorsed. In this enlight- 
ened community I’m _ permitted to 
ren my cows adjacent to a cheap, 
clean little milking stable. It has 
concrete from wall to wall, and prop- 
erly so, but a cow never lies down 
in it. 

I put my dairy cows in pens — one 
ot them holds forty head — late in 
October. For the next three months 
we build up the litter under them 
with daily applications of straw. 
Then we go in with a power fork on 
a tractor and some borrowed ma- 
lure spreaders in addition to our 
own and clean the pen in a couple of 
days. 

We begin to build up the litter 
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with udder on hard, wet surface—an invitation to injury. 
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again. It’s spring and the cows can 
pe turned out before we have to re- 
move it the second time. 

We have hay racks along one wall 
and bunks or trays of ensilage scat- 
tered throughout the pen. We allow 
two linear feet of feeding space per 
cow, and keep hay and ensilage be- 
fore them all the time. They seldom 
even try to eat all at once, but they 
junch (I like to call it grazing) as 
frequently as every three hours. 
Three conveniently placed water 
puckets take care of forty cows. As 
the litter builds up, it heats slightly. 
The cows have a soft footing and a 
warm, springy bed to lie on. They 
goon learn to lie in the cleaner areas 
of the pen away from the traffic 
around the feed bunks. 

Of course a cow occasionally gets 
smeared up, but it’s just as apt to be 
around her fore quarters as her rear. 
For some reason or other, I assume 
because their udders are sensitive to 
wet and cold, pen-stabled cows keep 
their udders clean if given a chance. 

When a cow is in heat, or ready to 
freshen, she is removed to a box 
stall. Sometimes purchased cows are 
tco timid to take care of themselves 
in the pen, or they try to be bossy. 
This never happens with calves 
raised under a system of pen-stabl- 
ing. 

Bossy cows can be tamed down by 
eutting off their horns or stubs of 
horns. Some timid cows have to be 
disposed of. They just never get up 
the nerve to take care of themselves. 
Fortunately, such cows are very rare. 

Of course building up a deep litter 
takes a lot of bedding. We figure on 
three times as much as for conven- 
tional stabling. The litter in the pen, 


however, is 100 per cent effective. 
The bedding used on a stanchion 
platform is too often kicked into the 
gutter or bunched up under the mid- 
dle of the cow. 


We build up deep litter in only 
half of the pens in which we run our 
calves and yearlings. Believe it or 
not, they always lie down on the 
bedded portion. Furthermore they 
tend to keep this part of the pen 
clean. As they bed down on it they 
are so crowded that when they get 
up the first thing they do is to walk 
out of the bunch toward the feed 
racks or water buckets. 

The cow barn in which we are run- 
ning forty cows loose was designed 
and built to stanchion fifty-four. We 
find that cows get along nicely in a 
pen with as low as sixty square feet 
per animal. Eighty square feet is 
much better, however. 

To milk my cows [ let them, twelve 
at a time, into a milking stable. Here 
two men feed them their grain and 
milk them four at a time. Each oper- 
ator runs two single-unit milking ma- 
chines. 

After a squad of cows is milked 
the stanchions are unlocked and the 
milked cows file out one door while 
the first cows of the next squad are 
coming in another. It often takes 
less than a minute to change squads. 

Clean Stable Milking 

My cows are always milked in a 
clean stable. They never lie down in 
it. Milkers don’t slip and _ slide 
around stepping over a_ well-filled 
gutter to get to the cows’ udders. The 
platform is clean concrete and has 
no litter on it. Surely, if the cows 
did come in off a manure pile, which 


is the way some health rules define 
a deep litter, they aren’t milked on 
one. 

Now what about mastitis? I should 
have said we still have some cows 
in stanchions — twelve to be exact 
— against sixty in pens. From Octo- 
ber to April, 1945, we had one case 
of mastitis among our cows on deep 
litter. A cow in heat, which had a 
pendent udder, bruised a teat. We 
did not keep track of the incidence 
of the disease in our stanchion cows 
that year. 


This past winter we have had one 
“hot” quarter (mastitis) in our 
penned cows. This cow had a bad 
wart on the end of her teat and in- 
fection set in. Among our stanch- 
ioned cows, our platforms are not 
as long as they should be, which is 
the case in all too many dairy barns, 
exactly one third of the twelve cows 
has had udder trouble. One of them, 
the best of the lot, stepped on a teat 
and had to be sold for beef. This 
loss alone would have paid severai 
times over for the extra bedding 
needed to carry the cows on deep lit- 
ter in a pen-stable. 


What I’m arguing for is this—let’s 
take a new look at our handling of 
dairy cows. Let’s not be awed by the 
health rules just because they’ve 
been on the books a long time. Obvi- 
ously they can’t be perfect when the 
incidence of one disease — mastitis 
— steadily increases, increases until 
dairymen in many sections of the 
country call it their number one 
problem.

The same afternoon he arrived in 
California we visited the Maddock 
herd at Gustine. Here we saw 50 
splendid deep bodied daughters and 
granddaughters of their former 
proven herd sire, Carnation Chief- 
tain Piebe De Kol. These cows are 
being mated to the senior herd sire, 
Los Robles Matador Lilith, a grand- 
son of the gold medal Lyons Ormsby 
Prince. This bull is an outstanding 
individual that will classify very 
high and could give a fine account 
of himself in any show ring. The 
junior herd sire is a direct son of the 
gold medal Prince bull and out of 
Los Robles Ormsby Jewel. The 
daughters of the senior sire are be- 
ing mated to the junior sire in an 
effort to concentrate the blood of 
King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby thru 
his son Lyons Ormsby Prince. On 
the daughters resulting from this 
mating Mr. Maddocks is going to use 
ason of Weber Perfecto Burke Pep- 
Per out of a daughter of King Pie- 
tertje Lyons Ormsby. Our first stop 
Was doubly successful because Mr. 


Maddocks' presented Mr. House- 
holder with half a sack of California 
English walnuts, which he enjoyed 
almost continuously the next nine 
days. 

Alberti Bros. 

Our second stop was at the Al- 
berti Bros. Bertiview Ranch, Los 
Banos, where we enjoyed a most de- 
licious Italian dinner. We remained 
all night with the Alb-rti Bros. and 
next morning saw their small select 
herd of purebreds. These boys milk 
over 100 head of Holsteins, the most 
of which are grades. Only within 
the last few years have they started 
expanding their purebreds. The herd 
sires in use are Hallrose Governor 
Glen and King Supreme Julia Orms- 
by 2nd. The Hallrose bull is doing 
a nice job of improving the rumps 
on his daughters when compared to 
their dams. The second bull men- 
tioned has most of his milking 
daughters in the Arthur Pearson 
herd where they are averaging over 
500 lbs. fat as 2 year olds. The 
junior herd sire is Circle Segis Lad, 
a son of Weber Burke Clover Lad, 
who the Albertis purchased espec- 
ially to use on the granddaughters 
of Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad 
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they purchased in the 1943 Cali- 
fornia State Sale. One of these 
heifers is Sadie Llenroc Weber 
Burke who was grand champion fe- 
male at the 1945 Merced County 
Black and White Show at Dos Palos 


Carella Holstein Farm 


Our next visit was to the Carella 
Holstein Farm owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Carl Avrit and family of Los 
Banos. The Avrits are concentrating 
on the blood of Sir Taylaker Ormsby 
Gettie (V.G.) (G.M.) thru two of 
his sons—Sir Taylaker Ormsby Get- 
tie 20th and Taylaker Sir Ormsby 
Gettie 37th. Both bulls are out of 
dams with over 600 lbs. fat in the 
Taylaker herd. Mr. Avrit has de- 
veloped one of the most outstanding 
pasture rotation systems that Mr. 
Householder and others on the tour 
had ever seen. Taking over a 64- 
acre ranch five years ago that would 
not feed 10 cows, he has developed 
it to the point where it is now sup- 
porting over 40 milking cows and 
their offspring. The Avrits have five 
fine children who are also Holstein 
enthusiasts. The two older boys are 
members of the Los Banos 4-H Club 
and after only two years of showing, 
have already won many blue ribbons 
and several championships. 
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June Acres 


The fourth visit was at June Acres 
owned by H. G. Fawcett, Los Banos 
The cow foundation is based upon 
daughters and granddaughters of 
Mendocino Monarch. In the June 
Acres sire battery we find Mendocino 
Sir Triune Mercedes who is the sire 
of most of the younger females. This 
proven bull has done a remarkable 
job of increasing the production of 
his daughters over their dams. The 
second senior herd sire is Los Robles 
Lyons Prince, sired by the _ gold 
medal bull Lyons Ormsby Prince and 
out of his own dam. This bull is 
being mated to the Mendocino’s 
bulls daughters in a breeding pro- 
gram to blend the K.P.L.O. and Men- 
docino high producing strains into a 
new family. June Acres Sir Triune 
Aleartra, a son of Mendocino Sir 
Triune Mercedes, is being used on 
some of his half sisters to further 
concentrate his sire’s blood. Mr. 
Fawcett has two junior herd sires, 
both of which are out of Mendocino 
Juliette, the top selling cow of the 
1943 California State Sale. One of 
these is sired by Mendocino Mega- 
phone and the other by Los Robles 
Lyons Prince. Juliette herself is a 
paternal sister to the senior herd 
sire, Mendocino Sir Triune Mercedes, 
and one of the outstanding high pro- 
ducing cows of the world. Her rec- 
ords to date include:

Mr. Fawcett was host to the tour 
party at lunch in Los Banos. 
Our group next visited the Los 


Banos Future Farmers where Mr. 
Householder gave the boys an illus- 
trated slide lecture on ‘‘The Holstein 
Udder of Yesterday and Tomorrow.” 


This group of Future Farmers is 
composed of 90% Holstein dairy- 
men. Their Ag. instructor, Mr. A. 


B. Childs, has recently started a 
foundation herd with 10 heifers. 
7 Rancho Banos 


The fifth visit was to Rancho 
Banos owned by Rollo Spina, Los 
Banos. Here we saw a splendid ex- 


ample of what a well bred bull can 
do to improve type and production. 
Spina used a son of Sir Taylaker 
Ormsby Gettie (V.G.) (G.M.) that 
has done a magnificent job of im- 
proving the udders of his daughters 
over their dams. Rollo lined up five 
dam-daughter pairs to show a living 
illustration of the type improvement, 
especially in udder shape, teat dis- 
placement and fore and rear attach- 
ments. Unfortunately this bull died 
at too early an age to further spread 
his wonderful influence of improved 
type and production in this herd, and 
in the Los Banos area. Spina is now 
using a son of Sir Bess Gettie of 
Taylaker 2nd (V.G.) (G.M.)), the 
well known highest index sire in 
Herd Test owned by California Poly- 
technic School, San Luis Obispo. 


Palm Lane Dairy 
Our next stop was at Palm Lane 
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Dairy owned by the Freitas Bros., 
where we visited their nephew, Har- 
old Coelho, who is California State 
Future Farmer president. Harold is 
building a foundation herd on fe- 
males purchased from the Awahanee 
Sanitorium, Madera County, and 
from the Arch Medlin dispersal sale 
last fall. He is using the Spina bull 
at present until a young bull recently 
purchased from the Borror herd be- 
comes service age. Harold’s uncles 
have used Borror bulls for 22 years, 
which fact, when coupled with a 
513 lb. fat herd avcrage on 60 head 
for 1945, indicates good bull selec- 
tions and good dairying management 
practices. 

Our tour party next visited Ralph 
Bove, a former Future Farmer, who 
is the only American Farmer in Mer- 
ced County. Bove has a herd of ap- 
proximately 30 young cows mostly 
sired by his two herd sires, namely, 
Taylaker Ormsby Bess Playboy the 
oldest son of Sir Bess Gettie of Tay-

laker 2nd, (V.G.) (G.M.). This bull 
has a fine show record and is siring 
daughters of very good type and pro- 
ducing ability. The second bull is 
Rancho Villa Robles Ormsby, a son 
of Los Robles Gerben Ormsby, the 
undefeated show bull developed and 
shown by Kidd Bros., Modesto. These 
bulls are being crossed back and 
forth onto each other’s daughters. 


Wolfsen Acres 


Our last visit the second day was 
at Wolfsen Acres, Dos Palos, where 
Larry Wolfsen, co-partner with his 
brother, Henry, and herdsman Fred 
Rouff, were on hand to show us 
around. The senior herd sire here 
is Sequoia High Quality De Kol, a 
five year old linebred son of the 
proven sire King Segis Quality De 
Kol and out of a daughter of the gold 
medal bull Adohr Echo Joe. The 
junior herd sire is a four year old 
son of Governor of Carnation and 
out of Carnation Favorite. He is 
known as Carnation Preferred. This 
bull is a magnificent individual with 
wonderful top line, heart and middle. 
It was Mr. Householder’s opinion he 
could well represent the Holstein 
breed in any show ring. The Wolf- 
sen Acres show string which had just 
recently returned from the Merced 
County Fair at Los Banos, where 
they captured all the female cham- 
pionships, was tied in the show barn. 
There we saw Sequoia Nora High 
Quality, who was grand champion fe- 
male at the fair mentioned above. 





Not only is she a show cow, but he, 
604 lb. fat—365 day—2X—first calf 
record speaks for her producing abjj- 
ity. Nora is a daughter of the senior 
herd sire. Also in the show String 
was the immediate, past and present 
world’s record junior two year olq 
H.I.R. butterfat producers on 2x 
milking. They are—Mendocino Me. 
linde M. 781.4 B.F.—365 days—2x, 
and Mendocino Aaggie Meg 8148 
B.F. — 365 days — 2X. Meg is not 
only the world’s champion junior 
two-year-old butterfat producer, but 
she was also senior champion female 
at the strong Merced County Hol- 
stein Show where over 150 head of 
females competed. Issaquah Pre- 
ferred Edna May, a daughter of the 
junior herd sire was showy enough 
to walk off with the junior cham- 
pionship at the same fair. One of 
the outstanding young things in the 
Wolfsen Acres herd is Polytechnic 
Bess Ormsby 2nd, a double grand- 
daughter of Sir Bess Gettie and Tay- 
laker 2nd (V.G.) (G.M.). This heifer 
has the quality, size and show type’ 
to be heard from later this season in 
California show rings. The Larry 
Wolfsen’s were our hosts to a most 
delicous country dinner that will 
linger in our memories for some time 
to come.

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Forty Years a Holstein Breeder 


John Erickson Blood Lines Have Been Line Bred for Nearly 
a Quarter of a Century—By C. M. SLACK 


Jay Pangmon, Whitehall, New 
York has been breeding Holsteins for 
forty years. Many Holstein breeders 
are well acquainted with him and the 
animals of extreme dairy typ. he 
nas offered for sale in the past 
twenty years; but few if any can ap- 
preciate as I can the great contribu- 
tion he has made to the breed. 
Throughout Washington County, 
New York and elsewhere in the East 
you can find many good herds on 
which Jay Pangmon’s breeding has 
left its imprint. Animals from this 
herd up in the hills of Whitehall 
have gone out to new homes carry- 
ing with them a strong tendency to 
transmit refinement and extreme 
dairy quality combined with rugged 


constitutional strength and _ body 
capacity. 

Forty years ago this spring, Jay 
purchased his first purebred Hol- 
stein, Lucinda Clothilde 98040, 
which became his foundation cow. 


the old Una- 
Stock Breeders impor- 
tation. She was a granddaughter of 
Pietertje Hartog 14218 who was a 
notable son of Milla’s Pietertje Neth- 


She originated from 
dilla Valley 


erland and Inka Hartog, real foun- 
dation bloodlines. From this cow’s 
descendents and some truly great 


bulls, Jay developed a line breeding 
program which he has_ followed 
right through to the present time. 
Sir Bess Pietertje Jewel, a son of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, 
was purchased in 1918 and for three 
years his mating with the purebred 
females of Jay’s herd produced only 
bull calves. Any less stubborn mortal 
than Jay would have become discour- 
aged at such results and changed 
bulls. The fourth mating brought 
forth heifers and the purebred herd 
was on its way to being established. 
This bull remained in service nine 
years. In 1922 Jay and two other 


Whitehall breeders purchased Mara- 
thon Bess Burke 10th and h» re- 
mained in service until he wes 13 
years old. No other herd in the

Erickson—aeand he has beczn preserv- 
ing and intensifying it ever since. 
An example of how intensely Jay 
linebred in his herd was the use of a 
double grandson of Marathon Bess 
Burke 10th and th _n these resulting 
heifers bred back to their grandsire 
and double great grandsire, Mara- 
thon Bess Burke 10th. I once asked 
Jay just how far he thought he could 
go in concentrating the Marathon 


blood this way without danger of 
losing constitutional vigor or de- 
veloping undesirable characters of 
type. Jay said ‘‘nothing ventured, 
nothing had.’ This bull just men- 
tioned was Marathon Lauderdale 
Burke, a son of Marathon Nudine 
Burke who later became the most 
famed of the sons of Marathon Bess 
Burke 10th. Jay used this bull a 
couple of years and followed him 
with another intensely line bred 
Marathon, ‘“‘Ormsby Sensation Mara- 
thon.’ Jay had bred a daughter of 
Marathon Bess Burke 10th to Robert 
Eddy’s Ormsby Sensation 45th, when 
the latter was but a yearling. A 
heifer calf resulted, which was bred 
back to Marathon Bess Burke 10th 
giving a heifer from this mating. 
This last heifer was bred to Robert 
Eddy’s Newmont Isa Pontiac Ormsby 
to get “Ormsby Sensation Mara- 
thon.’’ He was used in Jay’s herd 
for three years. The next bull used 
was Jewel Sensation Marathon, who 
was from the same dam as was. 
Ormsby Sensation Marathon and was. 
sired by a son of Marathon Bess: 
Burke 10th from a daughter of the 
old Sir Bess Pietertje Jewel. For 
seven years Jay used Lauderdale 
Ormsby Sensation 13th, a bull of H. 
V. Bumps breeding who was sired by 
a son of Ormsby Sensation 45th and 
from a daughter of Marathon Nudine 
Burke. This bull Jay used even to 
inbreed back on his daughters with- 
out losing constitutional vigor and 
tvpe in the offspring. 

Jay has continuously sought for 
high butterfat test, once telling me, 
“just give me the high test and I'll 
see to it that they give the milk.”’ 

I asked Jay what he considered as 
his choice cow back through these 
past 40 years. He decided on Judy 
Ormsby Nudine, the dam of Mara-

Official inspector, Tom _ Elder, 
started this rigorous schedule at the 
Clifford Ruble & Son farm at Albert 
Lea, Minn. Twenty-six animals were 
classified resulting in one Excellent, 
three Very Good, eighteen Good Plus 
and four Good, making an average 
herd score of 82.3. The “Excellent”’ 
animal was the senior herd sire, 
“Pabst Barta Vale’? now owned on 
half shares with Emil Kuskie of 
Dodge Center. The Rubles have a 
very impressive 14-year-old cow, 
Homestead Sarcastic Fobes (V.G.), 
who has an average production of 
504.3 lbs. butterfat for six consecu- 
tive years. This cow also heads up 
a strong cow family as she has three 
daughters in the herd, one V.G. and 
two G.P. 

Carl Steele & Sons of Conger, 
Minn., had 22 head for Mr. Elder to 
inspect. Some were up for reclassi- 
fication resulting in 4 V.G., 13 Good 
Pius and 5 Good. Mr. Steele’s herd 
score (including the animals classi- 
fied in 1943) was 82.5. Mr. Steele 
consigned one VG. four-year-old cow 
to the State Sale May 27th. 

Oscar Sletta of Madelia, Minn., has 
been classifying his herd and had 15 
animals up for inspection resulting 
in 5 V.G., 13 G.P., and 1 Good, giv- 
ing a herd score of 83.6. The 11-yr.- 
old cow, Doris Ormsby Bonnell 
(V. G.) has over 100,000 lbs. milk 
in 8 lactations on H.I.R. 

John W. Oleson of Madelia, has a 
small herd of high producing cows 
which Mr. Elder classified for the 
first time rating two V.G., 5 Good 
Plus and 3 Good. Two daughters of 
Shellbro Johanna Peerless were V.G. 
and have records over 550 lbs. but- 
terfat on H.I.R.; also another daugh- 
ter of this sire was G.P. and has over 
500 Ibs. fat, 2X.

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First Half Year Sales Figures 


The preliminary figures on the second quarter of 
1946, based on 58 auction sales thus far reported, show 
3654 head selling for $1,419,959; for an average of 
$388.60. This compares with a second quarter average 
in 1945 of $361.65 for 2766 head in 50 sales. 

For the half year (preliminary) this gives us a to- 
tal of 99 sales reported, with 6059 head totalling $2,255,- 
634 to average $372.28. The comparable figures for 
1945 are 94 sales, 4889 head, selling for $1,726,773., 
an average of $353.19. This easily forecasts a $5,000,- 
000 sale year in 1946. 

This range in individual sale averages was from $201 
to $3082.50—the latter being the record-breaking Curtiss 
Candy Classic. About one-third of the sales during the 
quarter were in the bracket from $201 to $299. In 
other words, slightly more than two-thirds of the sales 
reported averaged over $300. 

How high will Holstein prices go? How near are we 
to the peak? These questions loom large in the minds 
of breeders—and nobody has the answers. The best 
answer we could give would be that as long as general 
business is active and prosperous, the Holstein business 
will continue to be good. We anticipate a period of in- 
flation for some time ahead, and in spite of all the talk 
about holding down the cost of living, Government pol- 
icy fosters inflation. It can hardly do otherwise, with 
the great war debt on our backs. 


The situation is not quite parallel to 26 years ago, 
after the other war. While prices have advanced to 
high levels. Agriculture has kept its feet on the ground 
much better this time. Land speculation has thus far 
been upon a much smaller scale—Mortgage debt has 
been going steadily down, and is now only half what it 
was at the peak. In our industry there has been much 
less buying on credit. The current price levels repre- 
sent a much sounder market with top prices not so high 


and bottom prices much better than was the case in 
1918-20. In other words, the prosperity is spread out 
better. 


We hope our breeders and sale managers may be 
smart enough to discourage the hippodrome tactics that 
proved so disastrous in the earlier boom period. Any 
period of rising prices seems to attract the jockey ele- 
ment with their high-powered selling tactics. Fantastic 
prices, out of line with any semblance of values, are a 
reflection on the intelligence of the principals. Any ani- 
mal whose chief talking point may be the price at which 
it went through an auction ring is standing on weak 
ground. 

Our breed has no monoply of the price rises (though 
ours seem to us to have been better distributed), or of 
the problems of inflation—and we will have no mon- 
oply of the after-headaches. But we must keep our 
sales respected as market-places—where the buyer as 
well as the seller has a chance. We look forward to a 


very active and successful sale season during the months 
ahead. 


Congratulations to the Stewarts 


One of the great herds of our breed was dispersed on 
July 1 when the Paul Stewart herd passed under the 
hammer at Maynard, Iowa. 

The average of $1208., exceeded but once in the Hol- 
stein breed in the United States, (the Dunloggin Disper- 
sal) is concrete evidence of the appraisal placed on Paul 
Stewart’s life work by his fellow breeders. 

The Editor of the World first met Paul Stewart at 
the National Dairy Show of 1921, where he showed the 
3-year-old bull, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, to the grand 
championship. This was the year before the All-Ameri- 
can awards were inaugurated, but he was unquestion- 
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ably the bull of the year. Later in two different years 
groups of his offspring won All-American Get of Sire, 
and his blood permeated the herds of Iowa. 

Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby was a son of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes himself. The Stewart breeding pro- 
gram has intensified that line—all with continuous de. 
velopment through Advanced Registry test—and regu. 
lar patronage of the show ring. 

Perhaps the outstanding animal of Paul Stewart's 
breeding is the current senior herd sire, Sunbeam Pride 
Transmitter. A Gold Medal Sire, with daughters ree- 
ords up to over 1000 lbs in heifer form, and an outstand- 
ing record for his daughters in the show ring, he was 
the top selling animal of the sale at $5,000—even 
though 9 years old. It was significant of the present 
day trend that an outstanding proven sire should con- 
mand this price recognition. Incidentally, his dam ear. 
ried five crosses of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, and was 
the fifth direct generation of dams bred by Mr. Stewart, 
It is safe to say that Sunbeam Pride Transmitter is the 
only Gold Medal sire bred and developed in the same 
herd along with his five direct generations of dams. 
That is a work for the future to shoot at. 

The Stewart’s have done more than raise good Hol- 
steins. They have raised a daughter and three sons who 
have already made their mark in livestock circles. John, 
the oldest son, is a fieldman of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America; Irving, (better known as Mike) 
has been associated throughout with his father; and 
Robert, formerly with Maytag, is now a fieldman of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club. All three were 
educated at Ames, plus their even more valuable train- 
ing at home. 

Paul has for many years been president of the Iowa 
Holstein-Friesian Association and for the past ten years 
a director of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. He served several terms in the Iowa State Senate. 

The success of Paul and Mother Stewart has not come 
by accident. Starting without capital, they have risen to 
the top of their field by hard work, both with their 
hands and their heads; they have raised and educated 
a useful family, skilled in the livestock arts, Their story 
is the epic of America—the land of opportunity. Their 
success, culminating in this great sale at which breeders 
from coast to coast were in attendance, should be an in- 
spiration to every Holstein breeder. 

We regret the passing of the Stewart herd, but offer 
our congratulations to the Stewart family and best 
wishes for the enjoyment of a well-earned rest. Our 
cover picture showing Mr. and Mrs. Stewart was snap- 
ped in the ring at the sale. 





Canadian Money at Par 


On July 6 Canada announced the pegging of the Can- 
adian dollar at par with the United States dollar. The 
previously pegged price throughout the war period had 
made American dollars worth $1.10 in Canada. 

This had discouraged Canadian purchases in the 
United States, and in our field had been a potent infiu- 
ence in attracting Holstein buyers to Canada. The 10% 
premium on our money was usually sufficient to cover 
delivery costs even on commercial types. The move 
was announced as an effort to combat inflationary tel- 
dencies in Canada. We hope it may result in more two- 


way traffic in Holsteins to the benefit of breeders on both 
sides of the line. 





Half Year Business at Brattleboro 


The weekly reports of business in the Brattleboro 
office have now reached the half year mark. Total cash 
receipts for the twenty-six periods are $352,922.63 which 
is up a little over $26,000.00 or $1,000.00 a week from 
the comparable period of 1945. Cash disbursements to 
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tal $280,040.80 which is a net excess of cash receipts 
over disbursements of $72,881.83. This compares with 
a net excess last year in the same period of $114,151.78. 

Applications continue to roll in—the total of applica- 
tions for registry for the 26 periods being 86,112. This 
js an increase of 4,921 registry applications or over 6%. 
transfers for the 26 weeks total 56,407 which is an in- 
crease of 3,518 or 6.65%. Membership applications 
number 756 which compares with 860 during the first 
half of last year, a decrease of over 12%. 





Continuing Dividends 


It takes cooperation to put over a successful field day. 
Report was recently made of the first field day of the 
Luzerne-Columbia Holstein Breeders Association at 
which 250 interested people were in attendance. This 
was held at Girton Farms, Millville, Pa. and host, Paul

this event. The breeders of the two counties carried 
special advertising of their herds and included an invi- 
tation to attend the field day and these invitations blan- 
keted the two counties in the various local papers.

Famine Relief 


We are gratified to learn that America is substan- 
tially fulfilling its food commitments for famine relief. 
Six million tons of food grains were promised by July 1. 
By the end of June a total of 5,500,500 tons had been 
shipped abroad since Jan. 1. The balance of the commit- 
ment was in the hands of the Government awaiting 
shipment. During the crop year beginning July 1 an 
additional 250 million bushels of grain are scheduled for 
shipment abroad.

TROUBLE-FREE PASTURING 

I have been reading all farm magazines and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World in regard to the trouble of bloating 
of cattle pastured on sweet clover and alfalfa. Now 
all reports so far are no sure cure for the bloating and 
warning everybody to be on the lookout for the bloating 
trouble when pasturing these two legumes. 

Here is a sure cure and no trouble and no worry. 
You feel safe as pasturing on regular grass pasture. I 
have had a 100% trouble-free pasture season of one 
whole summer and cattle were on pasture day and 
night, rain or shine. 

In this method you start getting ready for it the 
year before. You cut enough corn to last you the next 
summer. This will depend on the number of cattle you 
intend to pasture the next summer. You can use check 
corn or drill corn providing it has corn in it. 

Run the entire stalk through the roughage mill such 
as a hammer mill, using a roughage screen of % or one 
inch. I fed a big bushel basket full to every two cows 
morning and night making each cow consume one bushel 
per day. The heifers the same or all they will clean up. 

I had 100% results not even one case of trouble ia 
one entire pasture season pasturing both alfalfa and 
sweet clover that year. Cows were on pasture day and 
night, even when it rained so hard it poured and n0 
trouble. 


I have tried hay and grain other but with 
trouble as everybody else has. h

If you feed concentrates just put it on the ground 
corn stalks and they will clean it up better yet. 

You will have to grind twice a week, as, if too old, 
the cows refuse to eat it; the fresher the better.

Mr. Paxton has prob- 
ably cooperated more with the Fu- 
ture Farmers and 4-H Club boys and 
their instructors and leaders by fur- 
nishing breeding stock of both sexes 
at reasonable prices than any other 
Holstein breeder in California. Sev- 
eral large, cool glasses of California 
fruit juice, cheese and tea crackers 
caused us to linger at the Paxton’s 
longer than we planned.

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One of the top Holstein events in 
Kansas this year was the All-Kansas 
Black and White Show, held at Salina 
on May 3, sponsored by the Kansas 
the Salina Chamber of Commerce. 

It was estimated that between 600 
and 800 people from all over the 
State attended to watch the judginz 
of 108 head that had taken first 
prizes in the local spring shows. Paul 
P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa, was the 
judge of the event, which was called 
the best Holstein show ever held in 
Kansas. 

The exhibitor taking the greatest

California Herd Classification 

Thirty California Holstein herds 
were recently classified or reclassi- 
fied by S. B. Hall, Troutdale, Ore., 
one of the eight inspectors appointed 
py the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America to do this important 
work. 

This program started on June 13 
in San Diego County about thirty 
miles above the Mexican border and 
progressed north about 450 miles to 
Petaluma where the last herd was 
classified on July 3. Herds were 
classified in five geographical areas 
of California, namely, Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Coast Range Mountains, 
San Joaquin Valley and the Sacra- 
mento Valley.

This ‘full sister’ angle which I 
would like to stress seems to be very 
seldom mentioned in selecting herd 
sires but I do believe it gives a 
valuable cross index to a potential 
sire’s worth and deserves more at- 
tention from breeders. While breed- 
ing is always gambling I think this 
factor does help cut down the hazard 
of chance and should be regarded 
more than it is.

The noted Glenafton Rag Apple 
Historian who sold last fall at the 
All-Canadian Sale for the then Can- 
adian Record price of $14,500 was 
led out for the inspection of the 
party. Now ten-months-old, this 
bull has developed into a very fine 
individual. It is interesting to ob- 
serve that his two nearest dams are 
both World Champions and both 
have been classed as *Excellent in 
Selective Registration. 

Following a short stop for lunch, 
the party journeyed on to Alliston 
where a visit was made at the Glen- 
afton Farm of J. J. E. McCague. 
Not only is the herd at Glenafton 
one of the finest in the World, but 
it is operated on a thoroughly prac- 
tical basis. The entire lay-out is 
designed for efficient operation and 
it was noticeable that many mem- 
bers of the party made notes on 
different features of it that they 
could adopt themselves with bene- 
fit. The feature attraction at Glen- 
afton was, of course, their great 
three times Alll-Canadian herdsire, 
Montviec Rag Apple Marksman. It 
was a revelation to inspect this bull 
and then note the uniformly good 
type of his daughters that are now 
producing heavily in the herd. 
“Marksman” was recently classified 
as “Extra’”’ in Selective Registration 
by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada. This rating is 
given on the performance of a bull’s 
daughters and _ in_ securing it, 
“Marksman” scored far higher than 
any other bull of the breed to date. 
His daughters as two-year-olds have 
an average yearly production of al- 
most 600 Ibs. fat. Also objects of 
great interest at Glenafton were 
Abegweit Showdown, the son of the 
World Champion 305 day producer, 
Abegweit Milady, who is_ being 
mated to the ‘“‘Marksman” daugh- 
ters and the newly acquired herd 
sire “Talisman” who will also be 
used on “Marksman” daughters as 
well as on those of “Showdown. 
Other animals of particular interest

patsy, the World Champion four- 
year-old with her yearly record of 
1163 lbs. fat on three-times-a-day 
jilking and Montvie Colleen Abbe- 
kerk who just recently completed a 
World Record in the senior three- 
year-old class of 1,059 lbs. fat.

Monthly Guidance Letter 


Drouth Predicted. Dr. E. L. Mosely, Bowling Green University hag 
predicted a dry cycle during 1946-47 based on his studies of drouths over 
the centuries as evidenced by a study of the growth rings of over 300 cross. 
sections of very old trees. He says the tree rings which are narrowest jp 
drouth years clearly indicate a 90-year cycle and since 1856-57 was the last 
serious drouth we are now due for another in late spring and summer jp 
the Central States. 


Grow Two Crops. In the face of the present grain shortage it would 
seem highly desirable for the South with its long growing season to grow 
two crops on the same land wherever possible. Wheat, oats, and other small 
grain crops can be followed with sorghums, soybeans, cowpeas, buckwheat, 
black-eyed peas, millet, Sudan grass, early maturing corn and various truck 
crops, if plenty of fertilizer is used. In northern areas buckwheat can be 
planted after the small grains have been harvested with combines. 


Save Feed. We must save all the grain we possibly can. Keep on 
culling out the poor producing cows, hens, and hogs—don’t waste feed on 
them. Make most efficient use of pastures by dividing them with fences 
and pasturing sections alternately at regular intervals. Arrange a suc- 
cession of seasonal pastures for summer grazing of hogs, poultry, dairy, and 
beef cattle. 


Wheat. The first returns on the wheat harvest in Texas and Okla- 
homa indicate that the yield is unusually high. Lack of storage space is 
forcing the wheat to the elevators. Millers seem more optimistic regarding 
the flour situation now that the new wheat is beginning to roll in. 


Corn. The available supply of corn is short and prices will continue 
at, or above present ceilings, OPA or no OPA. With higher prices author- 
ized, black market operations will decline. Farmers equipped for feeding 
operations should hold any surplus they have until indications in this year’s 
crop are more definite. Planting now complete indicates a larger acreage 
planted than in 1945. 


Other Grains. Oats and barley plantings were made early and if we 
have no severe hot spells when the grain is forming the yield should be 
good. Prices will remain at ceilings at least until the shortages are re- 
lieved. The outlook is for continued high prices on soybeans as the de- 
mand for oil meals and vegetable oils will remain heavy. Large stocks of 
last year’s potatoes remain in Colorado, North Dakota, Minnesota, and Neb- 
raska, but to insure full acreage planting, support prices were increased 
15 cents per cwt. 


Cotton. Estimates indicate that cotton acreage planted is nearly % 
million acres above the 20,200,000 acre goal set by the USDA. This in 
spite of shortages of labor, seed, and fertilizer. The outlook for spinning 
cotton in the months ahead is good, if strikes ease up. 


Mill Feeds. Increase in the ceiling prices on all mill feeds will tend 
to cut down their continued heavy use and it will be interesting to see how 
long these higher prices will be able to resist a downward trend. 


Hogs. Prices should continue at or above present ceilings for all but 
the poorest grades of swine now that the bulk of the fall pig crop has been 
marketed. Average weights of market hogs are 20 pcunds under last year 
and a smaller fall pig crop is anticipated due to the feed shortage. All this 
adds up to a severe shortage of pork and higher prices, later on. Stay in the 
pig business, it will be profitable. Grow your spring pigs as rapidly as 
possible on good legume pasture with grain, protein, and mineral supple- 
ments fed at lower levels than is necessary in dry lot feeding. 


Beef Cattle. With the increased ceilings of 25 cents per bushel on 
corn and wheat, which were almost a certainty when the Government an- 
nounced a 30 cent premium on these grains to obtain them for relief ship- 
ments, less feeding of beef cattle is certain, especially as long as the unfair 
ceilings on beef continue. The number of cattle on feed in the eleven Corn 
Belt states on April lst was 17% fewer than last year with Iowa having 25% 
and Missouri 30% fewer. This all adds up to less meat for city folks. The 
smart cattle feeder will feed some corn and protein supplement while graz- 
ing his cattle on good pasture, thus getting a maximum daily gain with 
minimum use of grain. And, what’s more the price he receives will be more 
in line with permissible costs. Stocker and feeder prices are too high under 
present ceilings on cattle and meat and the result is bound to be increasing 
numbers of grass-fed cattle slaughtered. Cattlemen predict a break in 
feeder cattle prices before long. Lower prices on pure-bred cattle for 
breeding purposes are in the offing now that all-time highs have been reached. 
Prices on beef cattle for slaughter should hold for sometime to come evel 
if all ceilings are removed as has been promised if black market operations 
cannot be materially reduced by the new slaughter control order setting 
quotas at 100 per cent of 1944 volume for legitimate slaughterers. 
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Lambs. 
lamb is in big demand because of shortage of other meats in butcher shops. 
prices have more than regained the decline which took place the first of 
May due to heavy shipments and the 50 cent reduction in subsidy on that 
date. 


High prices should continue as the lamb crop is short and 


Dairy Products. Chester Bowles on May 29th authorized retail price 
ceiling increases of 1 cent a quart for milk, about 11 cents a pound for but- 
ter, and approximately 6 cents for cheddar cheese to take effect early in 
June, “in order to maintain the nation’s milk production in the face of in- 
creased feed costs and because of apparent congressional determination to 
slash food subsidies’. In the face of this and the great shortage of milk 
efficient producers will continue to make money. Continued good prices 
for commercial dairy cows are asured for sometime due to shortage of 
milk and a 3% decline in dairy cows and a 7% decline in heifers one to 
two years old. Raise dairy calves on calf feeds to save milk and because 
they will be profitable to raise. Prices on pure-bred dairy cattle are close to 
the top in the cycle of prices. The breeder with a lot of high priced cattle 
in the herd and with mortgages on them and his land should sell some 
cattle when prices are high to reduce indebtness. 


Poultry and Eggs. Poultrymen, except in the sections where feed 
shortages were most severe, are not reducing flocks at the rate that the 
“planners” had hoped for. With everything pointing to higher prices for 
eggs and poultry this is not at all surprising. Farmers are again doing 
their own planning—the wise ones will keep all pullets for 1946-47 egg 
production. 


Machinery. Continued strikes at the plants of Allis-Chalmers and J. 
I. Case have reduced farm machinery production to a mere trickle, so don’t 
count on any new machines this crop year. Fix up the old units and keep 
them in shape by careful inspection and lubrication at regular intervals. 
Don’t sell old machinery until you have the new machine to replace it, 
since there are apt to be hold-ups in delivery. 

Labor. Reports from all parts of the country indicate that farmers 
can expect little relief from the continued labor shortage of the war years. 
Extension of Social Security to cover farm workers is predicted for 1947— 
not this year account of elections. 


Mortgage Debts. The general decrease in farm mortgages continues 
throughout the country except in the rock-ribbed states of New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont where mortgages have increased 15% and 17%, re- 
spectively. Thank goodness, these states are small for it would be a ca- 
lamity were this the trend in larger states. Banks in general are making 
G. I. loans on a conservative basis on farms or business properties. This 
is good for the G. I.’s and the country. Keep it up bankers, let’s not ‘“‘stick’’ 
the boys that need help with financial loads they cannot handle later on. 

Farm Land Prices. Farm land prices are now 71% above the 1935-39 
average with the East South Central, South Atlantic and Pacific States 
showing the greatest increases. The index of farm real estate prices during 
the year ending March 1, 1946 increased 13% which rate has been ex- 
ceeded only twice before, with 15% in 1944 and 21% in 1920. Don’t go 
in debt to buy farms at present prices. 


Inflation. In spite of the doubl-talk by the burocrats in Washing- 
ton to the effect that ‘“‘the line is being held’’, inflation is under way. To 
stop it we must get more production at once to draw off the increased pur- 
chasing power to consumers. The government must work out a plan to 
borrow more money from individuals and not from the banks when refund- 
ing present loans. There must be no more tax cuts, the budget must be bal- 
anced and the surplus used to retire the public debt. When the national 
income is high is the time to pay off the debt—not when incomes decline. 
There must be no more deficit spending of any kind if we are to head off fur- 
ther inflation.

Controlled Pasturing 


By CARL J, AVRIT 
Los Banos, Calif. Dairyman 


After two years of practicing con- 
trolled pasturing, I am fully con- 
vinced that this system of pasturing 
will increase the carrying capacity 
of a dairyman’s pasture between 50 
and 100% besides offering many 
other advantages, some of which 
would make ‘it worth using in them- 
selves. 

The first year I put controlled pas- 
turing into practice, I increased my 
milking herd from 30 to 41 cows. 
My butterfat production jumped 
from 12,401 lbs. to 17,102 lbs., and 
in addition to this, the pasture fur- 
nished feed for twenty head of 
young stock and all the dry stock 
which I had to rent outside pasture 
for the year before. 

My ranch consists of 64 acres of 
fair land which has not been noted 
for its productivity. Four years ago, 
I started planting it in permanent 
pasture and each year have planted 
additional fields into pasture until

this year I have the entire place ip 

pasture. Each year the carrying 

capacity of the place has increased 
until now my place will carry from 

45 to 50 head of milk cows and 25 

or 30 head of young stock. 

The increased carrying capacity is 
due partly to changing from alfalfa 
and sudan to permanent pasture but 
the use of controlled pasturing has 
been of equal importance. 

What is controlled pasturing? [It 
is the alloting of only one day’s 
pasture to the herd each day. This 
may be done by dividing the pasture 
into long narrow fields (my fields are 
120 ft. wide) with electric fences, 
then by using movable cross fences 
divide the strips into one day’s pas- 
ture allowance for the herd. Each 
morning, one of the cross fences ig 
moved to the adjoining field. This 
may sound like it would require a 
lot of time but I found it to be a time 
saver. It requires only about twenty 
minutes to change the fence each 
morning and this time is made up 
when you get the cows in twice a 
day for milking. The cows are al- 
Ways concentrated on the pasture 
allotment and no time is lost in 
rounding them up as is the case 
when pasturing large fields. 

The advantages of controlled pas- 
turing are: 

1. More feed is produced. 

2. Less feed is wasted. 

The production of the herd and 

the individual cow is higher and 

more uniform, 

4. Droppings are scattered uniform- 
ly over the pasture. 

5. You can begin pasturing earlier 
in the spring and pasture later in 
the fall. 

6. The pasture can be utilized when 
it is at its best. 

7. There is less danger of bloat. 

8. The pasture will last longer. 
More feed is produced because by 

the use of this system the plants 
have a maximum time for growth 
and a minimum time for pasturing 
and trampling. The plants are 
stronger because they are never Ppas- 
tured too young or permitted to be 
overgrazed, The fields can be irri- 
gated oftener and more regularly 
than where large fields are used, 
thus preventing the plant growth 
from being checked due to lack of 
moisture. The soil tilth remains 
better due to lack of trampling and 
the addition of fertilizer from the 
cows’ droppings. 

Less feed is wasted because there 
is less trampling of the new feed 
before it is eaten. Also the feed is 
eaten better because it is pastured 
when it is in its prime. Alfalfa is 
in the prime for pasture only a feW 
days during the hot part of the sul- 
mer and the cows will not eat it 
down readily when it begins to get 
a little old. 

The production of the herd and 
the individual cow is higher and 
more uniform because the cows get 
fresh pasture every day. The ne¥ 
pasture tends to keep the cows pro 
ducing at top capacity at all times. 
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Also there are less digestive disturb- 
ances Where cows get the same feed 
every day. I have had considerably 
less trouble with my cows going off 
feed and refusing to eat their grain 
since I have changed to controlled 
pasturing. My herd test has been 
much more uniform since I started 
using this system. During one Ppe- 
riod last summer my test remained 
at 3.55% for sixteen days straight. 
Very seldom will it vary more than 
one point from day to day. 
Droppings are scattered uniformly 
over the pasture as the cows tend 
to stay on the new pasture given 
them. Thus all of the pasture re- 
ceives an equal amount of fertilizer. 
I figure my fields receive about 2% 
tons of fertilizer per acre a year 
from the concentrates and hay pur- 
chased. This would be in addition 
to the fertilizer produced from the 
pasture. The effects of this constant 
fertilizing are beginning to show up 
in better pasture.

Last November I de- 
cided to increase my milking herd 
after I had my winter supply of hay 
in the barn. On December Ist, I pur- 
chased more cows and as there were 
prospects of early feed, I didn’t get 
more hay.

If T had been using the usual 
system of pasturing, my cows would 
have eaten all the pasture down 


close and it would have been short 
pasture for several weeks. 

I began feeding a little hay last 

October Ist, and cutting down on the 
pasture allotment. By doing this, 
my herd had good pasture until De- 
tember 20th, when it became too 
wet to pasture. Before using con- 
trolled pasturing I usually had to 
full feed hay hy the middle of No- 
vember. Pasturing early and late 
cuts down on the annual hay con- 
sumption. Seventy-seven ton of hay 
has fed my forty-two cows and twen- 
ty-three head of young stock this 
winter. 
The pasture can be utilized when 
itis at its best. This feature makes 
for higher production due to greater 
nutrition value of these plants when 
harvested at the prover time, and 
to increased palatability of the pas- 
ture. From the plants standpoint, 
it gives the plants more vigor and 
strength to reach full maturity be- 
fore being harvested. 

There is less danger of bloat as 
the plants are mature before they 
are pastured and the cows are lim- 
ited to a small area and they do not 
have the choice of only tops as they 
do when turned loose in a large field. 
Last year, I did not have a single 
case of bloat. although at times the 
Principal feed in my pasture was 
Made up of Alfalfa, Ladino Clover 
and Birdsfoot trefoil. 


The pasture will last longer due 
July 20, 


to less trampling and packing of the 
soil and greater strength and vigor 
of the plants. By keeping the useful 
pasture plants in a strong vigorous 
state of growth at all times weeds 
and Bermuda grass are crowded out. 
I have noticed Bermuda grass comes 
in where pastures are overgrazed or 
under irrigated, but is kept in check 
when it is shaded by a heavy growth 
of pasture crops.
